My name is Frank Sauciunas (KF4TQV) and I want to give my thanks and appreciation to all the GARS 
members that were able to respond to my plea for help over the years. It was the members of GARS that 
provided me with the help and advice with all my Amateur Radio questions when I needed it most.

Susan Swiderski, AF4FO. She has asked that it be 
printed with her response to follow.) 


Dear Susan, 


Your letter "Time to Fish or Cut Bait" has prompted 
me to write this letter 


I have been a member of GARS for about 10 years. 
During that time, I have participated in almost all 
functions. I regularly attended the Thursday club 
meetings, Field day (where I HELPED MAN THE 
STATIONS, COOK THE FOOD, HAUL WATER, 
SET-UP, AND CLEAN-UP) two dog shows, ARC 
hamfests and parades. 


As you can see, I have been an active GARS mem- 
ber until about two years ago. Being a GARS mem- 
ber was no longer fun. I thought we were a service 
organization that fostered Ham Radio, but we turned 
into a fund-raising group. I realize we need money 
to fund our "fun stuff", but it seems the "fun stuff" 
may be getting out of hand. As George W. puts it, 
“the more money we have, the more we tend to 
spend, and then we have to continue to find money 
to continue funding.” I'm not saying that we should 
stop funding our repeaters or picnics, but simply find 
another way to pay for some of our fun stuff. Not 
everyone goes to picnics... so maybe picnics (or 
similar activities) can be funded through donations 
from those who go. Members can BYO, for exam- 
ple.
